HOLIDAY  DANGERS 

What  are  the  most  serious  holiday  dangers  to  my  pet? 
The  most  common  problem  associated  with  pets  and  the 
Christmas  season  is  the  ingestion  of  tinsel  by  cats.  The  tinsel 
may  become  lodged  in  the  intestine.  The  most  common 
symptom  is  frequent  vomiting  over  a  short  period  of  time. 
/  have  heard  pomsettias  are  poisonous.  How  dangerous  are  they? 
When  eaten,  poinsettias  cause  irritation  to  the  tongue  and 
other  tissues  of  the  mouth  and  possibly  the  stomach.  Thus 
they  cause  discomfort  but  probably  not  severe  illness. 
Hoiu  dangerous  is  chocolate  for  pets? 
Chocolate  is  a  dose  related  poison  as  is  coffee.  A  small 
amount  of  chocolate  is  not  dangerous,  however,  when  a  10 
pound  poodle  eats  a  pound  of  bakers  chocolate,  the  dogs  life 
may  be  jeopardized.  Early  signs  of  chocolate  poisoning  are 
shaking  and  hyperactivity.

the  event  was  not  well  attended.  "I  was  somewhat 
underwhelmed  by  the  attendance,"  he  said.  "Here  we  are 
doing  something  that's  going  to  affect  every  person  in  the 
area,  and  no  one  seems  to  care."

But  Ms.  Lafreniere 
said  that  she  asked  Mattapoisett  Executive  Secretary  Carol 
Adams  and  was  told  they  did  not  have  a  signed 
certificate.  The  board  agreed  to  sign  said  certificate. 

The  naming  of  Duhamel  Drive  was  again 
addressed  by  the  board.  Of  the  few  residents  on  the  road 
who  were  contacted,  one  objected  to  the  name,  according 
to  Mr.  Huntoon.  Since  there  are  only  a  few  residents  on 
the  street,  Selectman  Ryan  suggested  they  come  up  with  a 
name  that  everyone  agrees  on. 

The  board  then  unanimously  signed  and 
approved  a  Memorandum  of  Agreement  for  $74,222.51  in 
Chapter  90  money  from  the  state  for  road  and  street 
repairs. 

Under  the  Town  Administrator's  report,  Mr. 
Huntoon  advised  that  tax  bills  will  be  mailed  this  Friday

Mr.  Huntoon  noted  that  the  town-owned  parcel 
on  County  Road  which  Town  Meeting  voted  to  dispose  of 
has  been  appraised  at  $1,000  and  cost  a  total  of  $420  for 
the  appraisal  and  filing  fees.

minimum  price  of  $1,420  to  recoup  our  costs,"  he  said. 
The  board  unanimously  voted  to  authorize  Mr.  Huntoon 
to  contact  the  two  abutters  to  the  parcel  and  invite  them 
to  submit  closed  bids  with  a  minimum  of  $1,420  if  they 
are  interested  in  purchasing  the  property. 

Mr.  Huntoon  also  advised  that  Police  Chief 
Walter  Denham,  who  was  present  at  the  meeting,  had  just 
received  a  $16,000  Community  Policing  Grant  from  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety.  Chief  Denham  suggested  he 
might  be  able  to  use  a  portion  of  that  grant  to  hire  a  new 
police  officer.  The  department  is  currently  down  two 
officers  —  one  who  is  on  temporary  sick  leave,  the  other 
on  permanent  disability.  "I'm  predicting  it  will  be  another 
two  months  before  we  learn  about  this  year's  COPS 
grant,"  Chief  Denham  said. 

Selectman  Ryan  felt  they  needed  to  hire  at  least 
one  officer  now  to  pick  up  the  slack.  "I'd  recommend  we 
start  the  process  now  to  find  an  officer,"  she  said, 
requesting  that  Mr.  Huntoon  assist  Chief  Denham  in 
advertising  the  position. 

Mr.  Huntoon  also  informed  the  board  that  he  has 
been  working  with  Highway  Surveyor  Jeff  Eldridge  on 
the  designs  for  a  new  Highway  Building.  "We're  putting 
together  a  set  of  specifications  and  we'll  need  to  appoint  a 
Designer  Selection  Committee,"  he  said.  "We  have  $35,000 
authorized  for  the  design,  but  I  don't  think  we're  going  to 
need  that  for  this  building."

wanted  to  have  a  philosophical  discussion  about  how  we 
should  spend  it  and  get  your  input/'  Mr.  Costa  said.  "I 
wanted  your  feedback  ...  should  we  spend  it  for  some  of 
the  many  capital  projects  we're  facing?" 

"It  was  our  understanding  that  Chapter  70  funds 
were  restricted  to  education,"  said  School  Committee 
member  Shirley  Bourque,  "but  the  DOR  is  correct ...  it  can 
be  used  for  any  town  purpose.  I'm  here  to  ask  that  it  be 
used  for  the  schools,  which  was  the  original  intent  of  the 
legislature.  But  the  School  Committee  has  not  discussed 
this  or  what  we'd  use  the  money  for." 

"We're  in  the  middle  of  a  lot  of  capital  projects," 
Chairman  Cutler  said.  "Not  the  least  of  which  is  the  land 
purchase  for  future  school  expansion  ...  which  cost  (the 
town)  $80,000. 1  think  at  the  very  least,  that  should  be 
repaid.  My  feeling  is  that  no  matter  what  the  money  is 
spent  on,  it  should  be  spent  on  a  one-time  deal ...  it's  a 
significant  amount  of  money  that  we  don't  see  often." 

Both  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  FinCom 
members  felt  that  the  School  Committee  should  come  up 
with  a  "wish  list"  of  priority  items  at  their  next  meeting 
and  then  meet  again  as  a  group  to  discuss  how  the 
Chapter  70  funding  should  be  used. 

"The  fact  that  the  money  was  earmarked  for 
education  leads  me  to  believe  that  we  should  at  least 
listen  to  some  (School  Committee)  proposals,"  said 
FinCom  Chairman  Costa. 

"The  only  thing  I  would  strongly  caution  ...  I 
would  not  want  the  school  to  do  anything  that  would 
impact  future  budgets  like  hiring  new  employees,  for 
example,"  Selectman  Ryan  said.  "I  think  the  School 
Committee  should  make  a  list  knowing  that  they  are  not 
going  to  get  all  $273,000.  When  something  like  this  occurs, 
it  should  benefit  everyone  —  not  just  the  schools." 

"The  allocation  still  has  to  go  before  Town 
Meeting  for  approval,"  Mr.  Costa  added.  "The  town  has 
been  very  generous  with  the  schools  over  the  years  ...  and 
as  a  windfall  we  should  consider  how  the  taxpayers 
would  want  it  spent." 

Ms.  Bourque  noted  that  the  School  Committee 
would  be  meeting  later  that  week,  and  all  three  boards 
agreed  to  meet  again  after  January  1.

Those  departments  with  "significant  increases"  this  year 
should  get  them  in  ASAP. 

•  Discussed  a  policy  for  their  formal  "acceptance" 
of  donated  equipment  and  items  to  various  town 
departments.  "Whenever  any  department  receives  a 
donation  of  anything  tangible,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
should  accept  it  so  it  becomes  town  property,"  Selectman 
Ryan  said.  "Then,  if  it  disappears,  how  do  we  know  we 
had  it?" 

•  Discussed  concerns  over  the  Personnel  Board 
and  their  lack  of  activity.  Selectman  Ryan  suggested  an 
amendment  to  the  by-laws  to  require  that  they  meet  at 
least  once  a  month,  but  both  Mr.  Huntoon  and  Chairman 
Cutler  noted  that  the  board  was  established  to  be 
autonomous. 

"I  think  it's  sad  that  if  an  employee  wants  to  meet 
with  them,  they  have  to  wait  months,"  Selectman  Ryan 
said.

Boating  Course  in  Mattapoisett 

Registration  for  the  United  States  Power 
Squadron's  Boating  Course  will  be  held  at  7:30  pm  on 
Tuesday,  January  11,  2000  at  Old  Rochester  Regional  High 
School  (Route  6  in  Mattapoisett  near  the  Marion/ 
Mattapoisett  line). 

Boaters  can  save  on  insurance  if  they  take  a  basic 
boating  course  such  as  this  one.  Statistically,  boating 
course  graduates  have  good  safety  records,  making  them 
better  risks  for  marine  insurance  companies.  In  addition, 
all  boaters  16  years  of  age  and  under  are  now  required  to 
pass  a  boating  course  in  order  to  operate  motor  boats  of 
any  horsepower.  This  requirement  should  be  an  incentive 
for  young  people  to  sign  up  for  this  basic  boating  course. 

In  the  six  two-hour  sessions  of  the  course, 
students  will  be  introduced  to  the  basics  of  14  subjects: 
reading  charts  and  understanding  aids-to-navigation,  safe 
boat  operation,  elementary  seamanship,  navigation  (rules 
of  the  road),  sailing,  engine  trouble-shooting,  course 
plotting  practice,  equipment  requires  by  state  and  federal 
regulations,  radio-telephone  procedures,  boat  handling, 
docking  and  undocking,  weather  prediction,  trailering 
your  boat,  and  elementary  marlinespike  seamanship 
(tying  knots  that  hold).  The  seventh  session  is  a  final 
exam.  A  United  States  Power  Squadron  Certificate  of 
Completion  is  awarded  to  everyone  who  completes  the 
course  and  passes  the  final  exam. 

Anyone  is  welcome  to  sign  up  for  the  course. 
There  are  no  age  restrictions,  and  boat  ownership  is  not 
required.  Instruction  is  free,  the  only  costs  being  for 
materials  plus  a  nominal  fee  to  help  defray  the  cost  of 
classroom  rental.  Prices  for  materials,  including  sales  tax, 
are  as  follows: 

Boating  Course  Complete  Kit:  $26.50  (includes 
student  manual,  course  plotter  and  dividers  for  those 
starting  from  scratch);  Student  Manual  Only:  $15.00  (for 
those  who  already  have  plotting  equipment);  Extra  Set  of 
Homework  Questions:  $4.00  (in  case  more  than  one 
family  member  is  taking  the  course,  one  set  is  required  for 
each  additional  family  member);  Practice  Chart  and 
Practice  Rope:  $3.00.  The  total  cost  if  you  have  no

In  a  movie  that's  terrible  anyway  —  Patch 
Adams  comes  immediately  to  mind —bad,  cheesy, 
sentimental  moments  can  be  perversely 
pleasurable:  they  tip  a  merely  poor  movie  over  the 
edge  into  something  ripe  for  vicious  parody.  On 
the  other  hand,  such  moments  in  an  otherwise 
fine  movie  can  be  painful.  Instead  of  relishing  the 
awfulness,  we  want  to  pass  quickly  over  it.  The 
Green  Mile,  a  handsome,  well-crafted  movie,  has 
enough  such  moments  to  crush  a  lesser  movie  — 
or,  for  that  matter,  a  shorter  one.  That  it  survives 
is  a  testament  to  its  intelligence  and  conviction;  it 
also  has  enough  rascally,  lowdown  moments  to 
balance  the  upiiftingones,  which,  as  usual,  weigh 
a  movie  down  rather  than  lifting  it  up. 

The  Green  Mile  is  based  on  Stephen  King's 
novel,  first  published  in  serial-book  form  in  the 
summer  of  1996  —  a  summer  I  happily  spent 
devouring  each  new  installment  and  impatiently 
awaiting  the  next.  Like  most  of  King's  work,  this 
is  a  story  of  metaphysical  fantasy  wedded  to  grim 
reality.  What  if  a  hulking  accused  child-killer, 
sentenced  to  the  electric  chair,  had  the  power  to 
heal?The  convict  in  question,  Joh  n  Coffev  (Michael 
Clarke  Duncan,  from  Armageddon),  had  been 
found  with  two  dead  girls,  one  in  each  massive 
arm;  now  he  has  a  date  with  "Old  Sparky,"  the 
electric  chair  at  the  end  of  the  cell  block  known  to 
its  guards  as  the  Green  Mile. 

The  hero,  Paul  Edgecombe,  keeps  things 
running  smoothly  on  the  Mile.  He's  a 
compassionate  guard  who  takes  no  pleasure  in 
strapping  men  in  to  "ride  the  lightning"  —  it's  a 
sad,  necessary  business  (this  is  1935,  decades 
before  lethal  injection).  He  reserves  his  anger  for 
fellow  guard  Percy  Wetmore  (Doug  Hutchison),  a 
wet-nosed  sadist  who  taunts  and  torments  the 
inmates  at  every  convenience.  Stephen  King 
probably  didn't  write  Paul  with  Tom  Hanks  in 
mind,  but  it's  hard  to  see  anyone  else  in  the  role. 
Packing  some  extra  beef,  Hanks  once  again 
embodies  decency  without  overselling  it — unlike 
his  director.  Frank  Darabont. 

You  may  recall  Darabont's  only  other  feature, 
The  Shawshank  Redemption,  was  another  Stephen 
King  prison  drama.  Those  expecting  the 
Kubrickian  rigorand  plot  ingenuity  of  Shraushanic 
should  prepare  for  a  letdown:  The  Green  Mile  is 
almost  perfectly  faithful  to  King's  loosely 
structured  tale,  sometimes  to  a  fault.  The  movie's 
ending,  following  King's,  eradicates  any  chance  of 


complexity.  I've  read  Darabont's  early  script,  and 
he  decided  to  cut  a  couple  of  important  bits  (a 
sceneortwodetailingwhyCoffey'sfate is  inevitable) 
and,  mercifully,  the  annoying  Percy-like  lout  in 
the  framing  sequences  who  taunts  the  elderly 
Paul.  Darabont  has  a  satisfying  sense  of  weight, 
a  true  respect  for  men  speaking  quietly  and 
gravely  to  each  other,  but  his  work  here  alternates 
between  subtletly  and  crowd-pleasing  blow-outs. 

Fortunately,  Darabont  is  a  whiz  with  actors, 
and  he  gets  vivid  performances  from  David  Morse 
and  Barry  Pepper  as  Paul's  right-hand  men,  the 
big,  soulful  Duncan  sadly  awaitinghis  end,  Bonnie 
Hunt  as  Paul's  wife,  Michael  Jeter  as  the  Cajun 
inmate  for  whom  bad  things  are  in  store,  and 
particularly  Sam  Rockwell  as  the  Mile's  newest 
family  member,  William  Wharton,  the  kind  of 
wild-eyed  psycho  King  specializes  in  (although 
Wharton,  a  Charlie  Starkweather  type,  seems  to 
belong  in  the  '50s  more  than  the  '30s).  Special 
mention  should  be  made  of  the  several  talented 
mice  playing  Mr.  Jingles,  the  tiny  cheese-eater 
who  lightens  things  up  on  the  Mile  (and  in  this 
movie);  they're  all  terrific. 

At  three  hours  plus,  TheGreenMile probably 
overstays  its  welcome  by  about  a  half  hour  or  so. 
Afterward,  you  may  get  the  feeling  that  this  material 
might  have  been  better  served  in  a  two-night  ABC 
miniseries.  I  also  found  it  interesting  that  Darabont 
makes  it  easy  for  us  to  sympathize  with  the  two 
killers  besides  Coffey  who  go  to  meet  Old  Sparky: 
significantly,  we're  never  told  what  their  crimes 
were  (drunken  murderer  and  rapist-killer, 
respectively,  according  to  the  book).  The  Green 
Mile  thus  becomes  an  abstract  fable  about  men 
awaiting  death  (as  are  we  all,  don't  you  know), 
without  much  moral  shading. 

Still,  for  that  we  can  turn  to  documentaries 
or  Dostoyevsky .  This  is  a  big-studio  film  based  on 
a  hastily  written  work  by  our  great  populist 
author.  As  such,  it's  dotted  with  many  fine 
moments,  clotted  with  a  few  flabby  ones.  Having 
now  seen  that  he  can  adapt  Stephen  King  —  not 
once  but  twice  —  with  more  high  seriousness 
than  anyone  outside  Kubrick,  I'll  be  curious  to  see 
what  else  Frank  Darabont  has  to  offer.

Holiday  Season  Pepper  Steak

2  green  peppers 

2  red  peppers 

1  onion 

1-1/2  pounds  tender  beef 

1-1/2  pound  chicken  white  meat 

1  pound  mushrooms 

1  tsp.  Worcestershire  sauce 

2  cups  beef  broth 

1  tsp.  all-purpose  seasoning 

1  tsp.  olive  oil 

2  cups  uncooked  rice 

Clean  the  peppers  and  cut  into  gen- 
erous-sized pieces.  Peel  the  skin  from 
the  onion  and  cut  into  similarly  sized 
pieces.  Combine  and  set  aside.  Cut  the 
beef  and  chicken  into  1-1/2-inch  pieces 
and  set  aside.  In  a  large  skillet,  pour  the 
olive  oil  and  Worcestershire  sauce.  Add 
the  chicken  and  beef  chunks  and  cook 
slightly,  not  throughout.  In  a  large 
crockery  cooker,  combine  the  beef  and 
chicken  with  the  peppers  and  onion, 
including  any  liquids  that  have  cooked 
off  the  meat.  Add  the  broth  and  the  all- 
purpose  seasoning  and  cook  on  low  in 
the  crockery  cooker  until  cooked 
throughout.  Stir  occasionally  and  add 
more  broth,  if  necessary,  to  keep  the 
ingredients  from  sticking  to  the  bottom 
and  sides  of  your  pot.  The  cooking 
vegetables  and  meats  should  create 
some  juices  of  their  own  as  well.  When 
you  are  about  an  hour  from  serving 
your  dish,  clean  the  mushrooms,  slice 
thinly  and  add  to  the  cooking  meat  and 
vegetables.  When  you  are  almost  ready 
to  serve  your  dish,  you  may  cook  up 
the  rice  of  your  choice.  You  may  keep 
the  rice  heated  separately  or  add  the 
cooked  rice  to  the  meat  and  vegetables 
in  your  crockery  cooker.
